es and crates in shipping goods 
to foreign countries. 
A box handle 
made of webbing, instead of rope, 
has been devised as a m eans of 
conserving shipping space. 
In export-shipment, boxes loaded 
with 200 to 300 pounds are most 
easily manipulated wlien provided 
with handles. 
Usually such box 
handles are made of rope, inserted 
through holes in the ends of the 
box and secured w’ith wall knots, 
or inserted in grooves under the 
cleats at the ends of the box and 
nailed. 
Both these methods take 
up useful space, thereby increasing 
the displacement of the box as 
w’ell as the export rates, w’hich are 
based on the cubical contents of 
the package. 
To obviate these difficulties, the 
Forest Products 
laboratory 
sug­ 
gests using W ebbing about kg-inch 
thick and 1%-inch wide, which has 
a breaking strength of 800 pounds. 
This may be inserted through saw 
cuts made parallel to the grain in 
the ends of the box, turned down 
flat inside, and 
nailed 
securely 
w’ith large-lieaded roofing nails. 
Such a handle takes up no extra 
space either inside or outside of 
the box. It is easily made. and has 
a lifting strength with a large m ar­ 
gin of safety. 
The results of this 
and of other experiments of this 
laboratory* which have come to the 
attention of the National Foreign 
Trade Council indicates that work 
of great value to American export­ 
ers is being carried on in solving 
packing problems.

It should not be the aim in the selection of 


candidates simply to force th#* nomination of 


those who can command the support of a ma­ 


jority of a party. 
The purpose should be to 


secure candidates, as far as that is practica­ 


ble, who can command the respect and If pos­ 


sible the enthusiasm of the party as a whole. 


It was to accom plish this end that the two- 


thirds rule was framed and just as it, has serv­ 


ed the purpose well in the past so it is not un- 


likely that it can be turned to practical ac­ 


count for the good of the party, and the coun­ 


try on olJut occasions in the future.

democratic suc­ 


cess in the campaign of 1920 with any candi­ 


date to whom a third of his own party would 


be openly hostile. 
Democratic 
prospects are 


dependent in large measure upon securing a 


candidate

republicans. 
The 


two-third ss rule should not be a bar to the 


accom plishm ent of this object.

says: 
Just before the holidays, Supt. 
John P. Gass allowed Mr. Lloyd W. 
King, field organizer of schools for 
the Savings organization, to report 
the organization of ninety-seven 
savings societies 
in the 
public 
schools of Sedalia. 
Mr. Gass and 
his teachers are to be highly com­ 
mended for the splendid work that 
has been done in promoting thrift 
and savings 
among 
the 
public 
school pupils and for the active in­ 
terest they have taken in the or­ 
ganization of this work in the pub­ 
lic schools. 
Through the efforts of Mr. Gass 
the Sedalia schools have an unique 
system of teaching thrift. In each 
grade of the entire system a bank 
is established. The pupils are en­ 
couraged to bring their savings and 
deposit them in the grade banks. 
When enough has been accumulat­ 
ed the pupil is encouraged to in­ 
vest the amount saved in War Sav­ 
ings stamps. In this way Supt. Gass 
not only teaches the value of sav­ 
ing money but also the value of in­ 
vesting money safely. This invest­ 
ment is perfectly safe and safety is 
one of the important elements in 
making an investment. 
The grades meet 
during 
each 
month as savings societies and 
take up a thrift program and study 
the importance of saving, earning 
and investing money. 
Mr. Gass has been conducting 
savings work by means of having a 
savings bank in his schools for 
some time and has in this way co­ 
operated with the present govern­ 
ment thrift campaign by correlat­ 
ing savings societies with his bank­ 
ing plan. 
In the Sedalia high school Miss 
Martha Letts, the principal, has 
taken hold of the war savings so­ 
cieties idea and adapted it to her 
needs by the club method. 
In the 
high school there pupils have one 
hour club w-ork each week. 
Miss 
Letts has already established, mu­ 
sic, dramatics, mandolin, debating, 
athletic and literary clubs and has 
now formed thrift clubs in each of 
the high school classes. 
She be­ 
lieves that a high school should 
have some outside Interests and ac­ 
tivities and that the study and 
practice of thrift through the pur­ 
chase of war savings stamps fur­ 
nishes an ideal outside activity for 
school work. 
Mr. Gass and his teachers are 
thus actively co-operating with the 
government 
in the 
work 
upon 
which the economic stability and 
financial prosperity of our nation 
depends.

7.—Herbert 
Hoover, on his way east in connec­ 
tion with relief work in Europe, j 
yesterday telegraphed to his head-) 
quarters in this city a statement in 
which he took emphatic exception 
to opinions 
of “European 
propa­ 
gandists,” both concerning the vol­ 
ume of Europe’s 
financial needs 
from the United States and the con­ 
tention that the great bulk of these 
needs cannot be met by ordinary 
commercial credits. 
Asserting that, “with our taxes 
600 per cent over previous rates,” 
there is no need of drawing on the 
United States treasury for further 
loans, "Mr. 
Hoover states, 
that 
“aside from some secondary meas­ 
ures by our government, the prob­ 
lem is one of ratification of peace 
and ordinary business processes.” 
He adds that “by secondary meas­ 
ures I mean that some dozen cities 
in central and 
southern 
Europe 
need breadstuffs or credit from the 
Grain corporation to prevent actual 
starvation and that the allies are 
asking for temporary delay in pay­ 
ing interest 
on our 
government 
loans to them.” 
Outside of temporarily deferring 
Interest, 
Mr. Hoover 
continues, 
America's task is reduced to help­ 
ing out the bread supply of less 
than 5 per cent of the population 
of Europe; that no such situation 
exists as that which 
confronted 
America last year at this time and 
that there is no ground for hysteria 
on either side of the Atlantic. 
Speaking of Europe as a whole 
aud asserting that “the seventy 
million people of prosperous na­ 
tions who have not suffered in the 
war should also aid in European 
relief work," Mr. Hoover adds that 
“if we contribute bread supply on 
government credit to those starv­ 
ing cities, plus business credits, 
we will be doing 
our share 
of 
wrorld responsibility.” 
“If we do undertake the solution 
of the bread question by our gov­ 
ernment, our action would benefit 
and protect the other nations of 
Europe from infection of anarchy 
and chaos," he continued. “Poland 
is the sole shield of Europe from 
Bolshevik invasion. 
If we extend 
this help, it would be upon consid­ 
eration that the stronger nations 
of Europe will do their full part in 
many directions.” 
Taking up the countries of Eu­ 
rope individually, Mr. Hoover says 
that “ the neutral countries have 
made money from the war interest, 
Great Britain admits she needs 
nothing but commercial credits,” 
adds Mr. Hoover, who asserts that 
she has ample unpledged foreign 
assets to cover her needs, as has 
France. 
Mr. Hoover admits that the posi­ 
tion of Italy is difficult and that 
some of her larger cities may need 
breadstuff assistance 
beyond the 
ability of commercial credits. Ger­ 
many, he says, could obtain com­ 
mercial credits if the reparation 
commission would allow her to use 
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her domestic resources and; un­ 
pledged foreign assets until she 
gets further on her feet. 
After asserting that the East 
Baltic states have enough food ex­ 
cept milk, for their children, Mr. 
Hoover says Bulgaria, Greater Ser­ 
bia, Rumania, South Russia end, 
Turkey, except Armenia, have a 
surplus of food this year, while 
Hungary could feed herself if Ru­ 
mania would return 
cattle 
and 
grain- abstracted last summer. 
“We are, therefore, left with FiB\ 
land, Belgium, Poland, Czecho-Sla- 
vakia and Austria to consider,” 
says Mr. Hoover. 
“Austria is the 
sorest point in Europe.” 
*Tn the food m atter the five last 
countries mentioned will take care 
of 
their agricultural 
and 
smalt 
town populations out of their crops 
of last year, leaving the crowded 
centers to be provided for. These 
dozen or so large cities, including 
Italy's deficiency, 
affect 
popula­ 
tions aggregating, say, fifteen or 
twenty million people.”
